GroFh  and  Walker— In  sending  you  niy  Tem¬ 
perance  Lecture  (not  in  fnct,  but  in  suhstance,  for  it  wag 
an  boor  and  a  quarter  long)  it  may  be  proper  to  explain 
by  aome  bistoiic  facts,  certain  things,  in  order  to  render 
others  intelligible  to  the  public. 

Some  time  in  the  past  autumn,  the  Temperance  So¬ 
ciety  of  Butfalo,  concinded  to  request  the  several  cler¬ 
gymen  of  the  city  who  could  be  induced  to  do  so— to 
lecture  in  rotation,  on  the  subject  of  Teniperance,  in 
tlicir  respective  cliiirche.s.  Some  nine  or  ten  accord¬ 
ingly  entered  into  this  arrangement — nearly  all  thepro- 
testant  ministers,  except  Episcopalians. 

In  the  me.111  time,  it  bail  been  ascertained  that  there 
were  more  than  300  unliccnced  retailers  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  the  city  of  niilTulo!  And  though  the  season 
was  far  advanced,  an  agent  of  the  “  IMartha  Washington 
Society,”  in  the  name  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor — 
commenced  a  series  of  prosecutions  against  these  traus 
gressnrs  of  tlio  law.  I'he  consequence  was,  that  the 
citizens  generally  beiame  excited  on  the  subject;  and 
the  clergymen  partook  of  the  pervading  enthusiasm. —

It  will  not  be  expected  that  any  thing  essentially 
new,  will  be  .said  on  the  subject  of  Temperance,  on  the 
present  occa.sion.  It  is  enough  that  the  history  of  in¬ 
temperance  and  crime — and  the  evidences  oj  the  salutary 
rjfecls  of  temperance  have  been  laid  before  the  public. 
Our  business  is  with  the  moral  bearings  of  the  cause. 

I  doubt  not,  that  these  m.atters  have  been  very  fully 
set  forth  during  the  present  course  of  Sunday  evening 
lectures,  though  from  feeble  health  and  other  causes,  I 
heard  but  one  of  the  number.  It  is  therefore  possible, 
that  I  may  say  more  or  less  that  many  of  you  have  already 
heard  from  other  clergymen.  I  need  only  add — that 
W'hat  I  shall  say  will  be  my  own. 

When  6rsi  requested  to  enter  upon  thjs  course  in  con¬ 
nexion  with  others,  it  was  my  intention  to  give  a  suc¬ 
cinct  hist.try  of  the  temperance  cause  in  this  cnuiJry. — 
But  this  I  shall  wholly  omit. 

Nor  do  I  apprehend  that  the  temperance  cause  re¬ 
quires,  or  can  in  any  way  be  benefitted,  by  the  repeti¬
